siiArab Horsemen Sent Against Massed 
| 
Tribesmen, Who Were Driven 


I 
Off After Fight. 


Casablanca, Morocco, Aug. 19—A 


large force of Moors suddenly descend- 
ed upon the French camp early this 
morning, but were driven off after a 
sharp conflict. 


The tribesmen, advanced to -within 


800 yards of the city, when General 
iDrud'e sent against them under cover 
.of the guns of the warships, a detach- 
ment of fifty Algerians Stahis and 
Arab horsemen in the French sen-ice. 


The Moors permitted this small 


•> body of cavalry to advance for a half 


mile unmolested,-when they suddenly 
ambuscaded them and in a wild 
charge 
dropped right 
among the 


11 Stahis. The head of one Stahi 
was 


out off at one sweep of a big Moorish 
sword. 


The French officer in command of 


the Stahis and several of his men 
were wounded, but the officer rallied 
his force and slowly retired until a 
large body of Stahis from town routed 
the Moors. The fighting covered a 
front of about sixteen miles, and last- 
ed from 7 until 11 a. m. 


The French used field and machine 


guns with dealy effect in repelling the 
attack of the Moors, and shells irom 
the cruiser Gloire also rendered assist- 
ance. 


The Stahis and sharpshooters each 


lost one man killed* and had several 
wounded, including Oapt. Coud, of the 
Stahis. About a dozen horses were 
•killed.

Does law or equity clothe 
this tribunal with power under the 
facts stated to say that a cement walk 
shall not be constructed abutting and 
adjacent to the 
plaintiff's 
property 


when by due process of law it has 
been ordered by the board of public 
works? 
"It would be impractical to leave 


the question of making public improve- 
ments, or the material to be used in 
the • construction of sidewalks, to each 
individual property owner concerned. 
The authority to decide upon the ne- 
cessity for 
improvements and 
the 


character of its construction must be 
lodged somewhere to make it effect- 
ive; and the legislative power of In- 
diana has seen fit to rest that author- 
ity with a board of public works in 
Fort Wayne. 


"In the case of Dyer against Woods, 


Indiana supreme court reports, where 
the question is presented 
as 'to the 


right of the board of public works 
to remove a brick walk, place in its 
stead a cement walk, and collect as- 
sessments, the court said: 
" 'As to the procedure under the 


statute, it is to be remembered that 
the members of such tribunals exer- 
cised a quasi-judicial function In re- 
spect to many of their acts, and it is 
their duty, both as a matter of morals 
and of law,' to exercise an honest, judg- 
ment respecting questions which they 
are called on to determine. 
" "It is the local tribunal, not the 


courts, that has been charged with 
the duty of determining upon the ne- 
cessity of making 
street 
improve- 


ments and'with levying assessments 
therefor; and there being jurisdiction 
or authority in 
the 
premises, 
the 


courts must defer to the judgment of 
such tribunal in all cases except-where 
it is plain that under the guise of legal 
proceedings there has been an attempt 
to deprive a person of his property 
without due process of law.

Victoria, Mo., Aug. 19.—Murder, done 


in a spasm of rage, today ended the 
life of George Pauon and the long 
friendship between him and his slayer, 
Capt. Charles E. Waters. 


Both 
men 
had 
been 
comrades 


through the civil war. They were old 
and quick tempered, and the quarrel 
between them grew out of a trivial dis- 
agreement at a meeting of the local 
Grand Army post yesterday called to 
arrange for the annual picnic of the 
veterans. 


It was with an old rusty bayonet, a 


trophy of the war, that had hung on 
the lodgeroom wall for years, with 
which Waters ended the life of his 
friend. 
Jt was not the first life the 


bayonet had ended, but it never will 
taste blood again, for the horrified vet- 
erans, when they had recovered from 
the shock of the tragedy they had wit- 
nessed, destroyed it. 


Trivial Dispute Leads to Tragedy. 
The quarrel between the two life- 


long comrades started when the plans 
for the picnic of the veterans, which 
was to have been held in a few days, 
were outlined by the commander of 
the post. The plans did not suit Pat- 
ton and he objected. They were agree- 
able to Capt. Waters and he answered 
the arguments of his friend. 


The other veterans joined in the ar- 


gument, but the dispute quickly be- 
came personal between AVaters and 
Patton. Both lost their tempers and 
became querulously impatient and the 
words they used did not help matters. 


Veterans See Bayonet Slay. 


Those who were at the meeting said 


the argument had not gone far when 
Patton. who has to walk with a stick 
because of wounds received in the 
war, raised his cane against "Waters'. 
Then before any of the slow moving 


veterans at the meeting could inter- 
fere AVaters had stretched his band to 
the wall and had drawn from the inus- 
ket, in which it had reposed for years, 
the bayonet trophy. 
. Of what happened after that none of 
the veterans has a clear recollection, 
except that Patton was seen to stag- 
ger and fall with the bayonet stick- 
ing in his breast. 
AVaters' rage van- 


ished the moment his old comrade fell 
before him, and when he realized that 
he had sounded the last call for his 
friend he collapsed. 


Waters was arrested last night. To- 


day he was charged with murder and 
this year there will be no picnic for 
the veterans.

to heed Lawson's advice. 


So Collier's is likely to sue Mr. Law- 


son ol Boston, it- is said, for having 
nerve to sign Collier's name, in effect, 
to the sort of advertising that Col- 
lier's has been fighting against. The 
weekly had this advertisement insert- 
ed yesterday in the same space as 
Lawson's Friday card: 


"The advertisement signed 'Collier's 


Weekly,' published on this page yester- 
day, was inserted without the knowl- 
edge or consent of that publication." 


Has No' Faith In Tom Anyway, 


The 
manager 
of Collier's, who 


stopped to listen, to the seductive voice 
of Thomas W. -Lawson of Boston, is 
the man to groan. In one of the July 
issues of Collier's that periodical said 
editorially: 


"His (Lawson's) occupation is mis- 


leading and deceiving to the public; 
he is employed by others in leading 
the public to slaughter that those who 
employ him, as well as himself, may 
profit." ' And more along the same 
pleasant lines.

Anderson, Ind., Aug. 19.—The dele- 


gates to the United Brethren confer- 
ence plunged into business Saturday 1 
and disposed of much untinishecl busi- 
ness that had been carried over from 
previous sessions. The reports of va- 
rious committees \vera received and 
adopted liy the conference. 
The re- 


port en education was discussed with 
great earnestness by President Rob- 
erts, of Indiana Centra] university at 
Indianapolis. 
The college has made 


splendid progress in the two years of 
its existence. 


The report of the committee on tem- 


perance aroused much enthusiasm. E. 
JI. Barnes, superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon league for the 
Indianapolis 


district, was given fifteen minutes in 
which to address the conference. He 
briefly summarized the work that had 
been accomplished in Indiana within 
the last two years. The state, accord- 
ing to his statement, Is "two-thirds 
prohibition." 
Out of 1,016 townships 


in the state 720 are dry. The great 
need now is a county local option law, 
he says. The blind tiger law passed 
by the last legislature has put 3.000 
drinking places out of business. There 
have been over 1,000 legalized saloons 
put out o£ business in the last two 
years. 


The 
following 
resolutions 
were [ 


adopted: 


1. That no party or institution has 


a right to expect or ought to receive 
the support of Christian men so long 
as it stands committed to the license 
policy or refuses to put itself on rec- 
ord in an attitude of open hostility to 
the liquor traffic. 


". That we pledge ourselves as min- 


ister; and laymen of the United Breth- 
ren church net to support as candi- 
dates for public office those who are 
not openly pledged to use all honorable 
means for the annihilation of every 
system that licenses the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage. 


3. That we, as pastors and mem- 


bers of this church, will labor to lead 
our people 
to a more 
determined 


struggle against the liquor evil. 


4. That we hail with delight and 


lend our hearty support to the tem- 
perance 
reform 
movement 
in 
our 


cities, townships and counties. 


5. That we, as a conference, heart- 


ily indorse the work of the Anti-Saloon 
League of Indiana and give it our sup- j 
port ad wis_ it God speed. 
| 


Dr. N. W. Tracy, the temperance 


evangelist, was called before the con- 
ference and gave a stirring report of 
the spread of the .temperance move- 
ment throughout th south. 


The committee appointed to prepare 


a draft o frules prescribing the work 
of the presiding elders, reported as 
follows: 


1. They may meet with each pastor 


and he finance committee at the be- 
ginning of the year. This shall be the 
presiding elder's duty until each pas- 
tor has been visited in succession. At 
the time of the finance meeting he 
shall announce the time and place of 
the first quarterly conference meeting 
for the charge. 


2. He shall be expected to attend in 


person the first and 
last quarterly 


meetings and to appoint the second 
and third, but only to attend as occa- 
sion demands. 


3. The second and third quarters of 


the year shall be given to evangelism 
and to delivering set addresses on ed- 
ucation, misisons, temperance and such 
interests as pertain to the highest and 
largest interest and life of the church 
and to canvassing for the Conference 
Church Extension society, endeavoring 
to raise $1,500 each for this fund.

is suggested; and the court believes 
there Is no palpable abuse of discre- 
tion on the part of the board of pub- 
lic works that warrants an injunction 
and the motion is overruled.

calamity rnor.rners and "hard times" 
prophets of the country by a statisti- 
cally argumentative interview yester- 
day authorized by Leslie 
M- Shaw, 


former secretary of the treasury, now 
president of the Carnegie Trust com- 
pany. 
Regarding the present finan- 


cial and industrial conditions he said: 


"Our 
farms produce more than 56,- 


500,000,000 per annum, and the pros- 
pect is good for an average crop. Our 
mines yield more than $1,500,000,000, 
and our forests more than $1,000,000,- 
000! 
And neither of these sources of 


wealth has been exhausted. 
The 


output of our factories, In other than 
food products, is $12,000,000,000, and 
no fires have been extinguished. The 
railways earn more than S2,000,000,- 
000, and they are all in successful op- 
eration. 
The pay rolls of our factor- 


ies and railways aggregate approxi- 
mately 53,500,000,000, and the scale of 
wages has not been reduced. 


" 
Wealth'Source Not Affected. 


"In other words, the real sources of 


the" people's wealth, have not yet been 
affected, and the ability of industrial 
concerns to pay ..dividends 
is not 


measured by the market price of their 
stocks. 
Logical reasons for serious 


conditions 
are 
therefore 
wanting. 


Psychological reasons are never want- 
ing."If I judge correctly, the people will 
have exactly what they expect.

those Who have money, in the banks 
withdraw It and lock it up;
